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COMPTON COMMENT 


HE first edition of Compton's Pictured Encyclo- 

pedia was published in 1922. Since that date 
there have been eighteen editions, each one 
better than the last. (See comment in Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, January, 1935.) 


In January, , when business generally began 
a drastic program of retrenchment, Frank E 
Compton, President, called all Compton execu- 
tives into his office. The conference which 
ensued was probably the shortest in the history 
of the encyclopedia. Mr. Compton said simply— 
“Gentlemen, | give you the Compton business 
policy for this difficult period: During depression, 
prepare for prosperity. That is all for this 
morning.” 


Editorial conferences came thick and fast after 
that. . . The no-split-letter system, original with 
Compton’s, was inaugurated. Binding was 
improved Work on the completely revised 
15th edition was begun Indexing experts 
started to build the new Fact-Index. . . A depart- 


ment of curriculum research was established

spared. F. E. Compton & Company met improved 
business conditions with an encyclopedia factually 


correct and keyed to the spirit of the times.

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Andrew Carnegie and the Booklist 


HAT book selection was a subject uppermost in librarians’ minds in 1901 

and 1902 is evidenced by the papers and discussions reported in the proceed- 

ings of state and A.L.A. meetings in the volumes of the Library Journal for 
those years. The majority of speakers agreed that reviews in literary journals were 
inadequate for a librarian’s needs, and even reviews by specialists in definite fields 
were often biased by personal prejudice or jealousy. 

Various annual or occasional state lists, notably the New York State Library 
lists and the Wisconsin Free Library Commission lists, as well as individual library 
bulletins, were available, but there was no general guide which evaluated current 
literature from the library’s point of view. 

The A.L.A. Publishing Board was urged toward the publication of such a list. 
So in March 1902, Dr. John S. Billings, Director of the New York Public Library 
and at that time president of the American Library Association, wrote a letter to 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie requesting a fund for the publication of a buying guide 
which would aid libraries in book selection. 

Mr. Carnegie turned the letter over to Robert A. Franks, custodian of the 
Carnegie fortune, merely writing across one corner in lead pencil: “R. A. F. 
Send 100,000$ check for this. A.C.” This letter is reproduced on the next page; it 
is the document which inaugurated the Booxusr. 

With the income from this fund the Booxuist was launched in February, 1905— 
a double number covering January also. It was stated in the first issue: “The 
Carnegie fund of the American Library Association supports this undertaking. . . 
The Publishing Board hopes that in this way the fund established by Andrew 
Carnegie may give direct and valuable service to a very large number of libraries.” 

The Booxuist has just completed thirty years of publication. While the income 
from the Carnegie fund is now only a part of the Booxuist’s greatly increased 
budget, it is the foundation from which the Booxuist grew. With this in mind, 
the Booxuist might be regarded as a continuing reminder of the wisdom and fore- 
sight of the man whose one hundredth birthday was celebrated so widely on 
November twenty-fifth. The reproduction of the letter printed on the following 
page was made from a photostat copy of the original.
